MUTUAL COOPERATION AGREEMENT 

This Mutual Cooperation Agreanent (AGREEMENT) is made and entered into by 
and between the Town of Basile (TOWN) and The GEO Group, Inc. (GEO), a Florida based 
corporation, located at 621 NW 53^“^ Street, Boca Raton, Florida (collectively the PARTIES). 

WHEREAS, GEO owns and operates the South Louisiana Correctional Center (FACILITY) in 
the TOWN; and, 

WHEREAS, GEO and the TOWN have the desire to have an ongoing mutually beneficial 
relationship; and 

WHEREAS, the PARTIES wish to enter into this AGREEMENT which is intended to continue 
to benefit of the TOWN and GEO: 


NOW, THEREFORE, for and in consideration of the promises and mutual covenants 
hereinafter contained and subject to the conditions herein set forth the parties hereto contract, covenant 
and agree as follows: 

1. TERM OF AGREEMENT. This AGREEMENT shall be made effective for an initial 
term of four (4) years effective on the 17^ day of February, 2015. 

2. EXTENSION OF AGREEMENT. This AGREEMENT may thereafter be extended for 
an additional term of four (4) years upon such terms as may be agreed to by the PARTIES. 

3. DUTIES AND OBLIGATIONS OF THE TOWN. 

a. The TOWN agrees to provide services in the form of utilities to the FACILITY at 
reasonable rates consistent with public use rates. Such rates shall not be increased 
arbitrarily or in an inconsistent maimer. 

b. The TOWN agrees to respond to calls from the FACILITY for emergency assistance, to 

which such response will be reasonable relative to the personnel and equipment available 
to the TOWN. 

4. DUTIES AND OBLIGATIONS OF GEO. 

Monthly Monetary Reimbursement for Town Services: 

GEO agrees to pay to the TOWN during the term of this AGREEMENT 
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twenty-five ($0.25) cents per inmate per day for any inmate it may house in the 
Facility, (regardless of the source thereof). Such payments shall be made within thirty 
(30) days of the end of each month during the teim hereof The effective date of monthly 
payments pursuant to this provision is July 1, 2015. The owner shall provide the Town 
witli a monthly report of the number of the total detainees/inmates housed at the 
FACILITY on a daily basis during the month just ended. The reimbursement set forth 
herein shall be based upon this verified report. 

b. One-Time Retroactive Payment: 

GEO agrees to pay to the TOWN a one-time retroactive payment for the actual number of 
inmates housed in the Facility for the period of time from February 17, 2015 through June 
30, 2015 in the amount of $24,610.25. This one-time payment will be payable to the 
TOWN at the execution of this AGREEMENT. The execution of the AGREEMENT is 
defined by final signature of the AGREEMENT. 

C- Assistance with Sewer Improvements and Repairs: 

GEO agrees to assist the TOWN with improvement and repairs of the TOWN’S sewer 
system. This assistance will be applied in a one-time payment of $75,766, payable to the 
TOWN at the execution of the AGREEMENT. 

d. Public Alert System: 

GEO agrees to establish a Public Alert System (PAS) which would be made available to 
any individual resident of the TOWN by request. The PAS would be made available via 
the individual’s cell and/or home phone and would alert the individual resident of the 
nature of the emergency that has occurred at the FACILITY. 

e. Scholarships: 

As a community partner, GEO agrees to make payable to the Evangeline Parish School 
Board annual scholarships in the amount of $1,000 per the average of every 100 inmates 
detained at the FACILITY during the year. 

f Dog Kennel and/or Pet Adoption: 

GEO agrees to enter into discussions with the TOWN in order to make efforts towards the 
development and operation of a dog kennel and/or pet adoption program to be 
administered on a voluntary basis through an inmate work program at the FACILITY. 
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g. The FACILITY shall not be used as a maximum security facility. 

5 TERMINATION OF THE AGREEMENT. This AGREEMENT will remain in effect 
and by the terms identified m Section 1 and 2 of this AGREEMENT, so long as GEO continues 
to operate the FACILITY. If at any time operations are terminated by GEO and/or by any 
governmental agency contracted to house inmates at the FACILITY this AGREEMENT will no 
longer be in effect. In the event GEO seeks to sale the FACILITY or in the event that GEO seeks 
to assign this contract to another entity, GEO shall first seek the approval of the TOWN which 
shall not be unreasonably withheld. ’ 

6. RELATIONSHIPS. This AGREEMENT is intended as a cooperative endeavor 
between the PARTIES to continue to provide for a correctional facility which is, among 
other things, a source of jobs and other related benefits to the TOWN and Evangeline 
Parish, Louisiana. Nothing contained in this AGREEMENT shall constitute, or be 
construed to be, to create a partnership or joint venture between GEO and the TOWN. The 
relationship of the PARTIES under this AGREEMENT is that of independent contractors and 
neither party is, or shall become by virtue of this AGREEMENT the employee, employer, 
principal or agent of the other, nor shall anything contained herein create any employment 
relationship between any of the employees or agents of either party, with the other party. 

7. NO AUTHORITY TO CONTRACT. Nothing contained herein shall grant to either 
the TOWN or GEO the authority to enter into binding agreements for or on behalf of the 
other or to take any formal action as agent of the other which would result in any 
formal obligations without the express written consent of the other party. 

8. NOTICES. All notices called for or contemplated hereunder shall be in writing and 
shall be deemed to have been duly given when delivered to an authorized representative of 
the other party, addressed as follows:

9. ENTIRE AGREEMENT. This AGREEMENT supersedes any and all other 
agreements, either oral or written, between the PARTIES with respect to the subject matter 
thereof and contains all of the covenants and agreements between the PARTIES with 
respect to said matter. Each party acknowledges that any representations, inducement, 
promises, or agreements, whether oral or otherwise, which may have been made by either 
party and which are not incorporated herein shall not be valid and binding. The PARTIES 
may from time to time modify this AGREEMENT by written document signed by each 
party as agreed. This AGREEMENT may comprise several counterparts each of which 
shall be deemed an original but all of which constitute one and the same Agreement, 
subject to all of the foregoing terms and conditions. 

10. HOLD HARMLESS. GEO will hold the Town harmless and shall indemnify it for all 
claims which any of them may be responsible arising out of this AGREEMENT, and solely at 

GEO’S negligence together with reasonable attorney’s fees and costs which they may incur as a 
result of any such claims. 

11. ATTORNEY S FEES. In the event that any party is required to engage the services of 
legal counsel to enforce its rights under this AGREEMENT against any other party, regardless 
of whether such action results in litigation, the prevailing party shall be entitled to its 
reasonable attorney s fees and costs from the other party, which in the event of litigation shall 
include fees and costs incurred at trial and on appeal. 

12. REPRESENTATIVES, ETC. BOUND HEREBY. The terms, conditions, and 
covenants of this AGREEMENT shall be legal, valid, and binding upon the Town, the Mayor 
and the Board of Aldermen, office holders, and representatives of GEO. 

13. A finding that any provision(s) of this AGREEMENT are invalid, illegal, or 
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unentorceable in any respect shall not impair or otherwise affect the validity, legality, or 
enforceability of the remaining provisions. 

14, This AGREEMENT shall be governed by, construed and administered in accordance with 
the laws of the State of Louisiana, and venue of any action shall be in the Parish of the location 
of the FACILITY, namely, Evangeline Parish, Louisiana, 13“’’ Judicial District Court.
